• DR. JURAJ SLAVIK, former 
Czechoslovakian Ambassador to 
the United Stat(‘s, and Senator 
Wayne Morse of Oregon will ap- 
pear in Lisner .Auditorium tonight 
to discuss the recent overthrow * 
of the Czechoslovakian govern- 
ment. Arthur E. Burns, acting dean 
of the University School of Govern- 
ment, will be moderator. 

Following the (ail of. the Czroh- 
Slovakian government to the com- 
munists on March 3 of this year. 
Dr. Slavik resigned' his position as 
'ambassador and left the city. To- 
night he will make his first public 
appearance in Washington since 
that time. 

He served in his country as dis- 
trict gox'i'inor, and as Minister of 
Agrtcuiiuro. In 1936 he became 
Czechoslovakia’s' represontallve to^ 
Pola/id. 

When war broke out in 3939, Dr. 
Slavik and his wife Went to Paris, 
seat of the Czech government-in- 
exiie, and followed President Benei 
to I.ondon wlu>n France was loil 
to the Axis Powers. 

With the untimely death of For- 
eign Minister Jan Masaryk. Dr. 
Slavik went on record as strongly 
protesting communist tactics. He li

e “COLLEGE LIFE isn’t what I expected it to be.” 

This is a cry heard all too often on the lips of our 
student body. When asked to explain this dissatlslac- 
thm the reasons are pretty much the same, most of 
them being based on the argvgnent that George Wash- 
ington is too big and impersonal. While such complain- 
ing may be natuarl to a certain extent I fed tbe point 
has been rqached where the mskter should be looked 
into a little more ciosdy. 

It is undoubtedly easier to get a cloady knit college 
life at a small college if only for the slmlpe lace that 
it is such a relatively small unit. But .on the other 
hand size has advantages which tbe smaller college 
by its very 'nature can never possess — the tremendous 
variety of interests, backgrounds and ideas which come 
from a large assorted group. Many of the people who 
attack the size of George Washin^on came to it to 
profit from the breadth of ideas and experiences which 
a "big cotlegie''’ offers. 

Upon honest observation I think one will find that 
thei>e is ample college life at George Washington for 
anyone who wants it. The point is that in a large 
college one has to make his college Ufe for himself. 

’There is not the opportunity to become engulfed in 
college spirit and activities in spite of oneself which - 
"is to some extent possible at sm^r institutions. Posi- 
tive effort is needed in the form ol going out and join- 
ing extra-curricular (wtivities, attending general sodal 
functions, • J getting to know your instructors and 
fellow cl.'ssmates. Everyone must make for himself 
the kii.d of college life he wants. 

It is the state of the world today which brings this 
point clearly home. Obviously no one wants it to be 
the way it Is. Yet the oiUy way to alter conditions is 
lor everyone to do something toward making things 
the way he feels they should be. No one will make our 
world straight for us, just as no one will arrange us 
a college life for the world is much larger and more 
impersonal than our University. ^ 

It Is necessary that we all begin thinking in terms 
of positive effort toward making our world and our 
lives what we want them to be. Here as George Wasb- 
Lsgtou is a good place to start.

On perusing the caUlogue of this 
new school we find such prflttlcat 
courses offered as the Art of Dood- 
ling. Science of Cribbing, Art of 
Woodcarving (Desk Type)« Baslo- 
linball Mat^ine Playing, Ten Ways 
t 3 Catch a Man (for girls only), 
H^rgery 4F, Parimutuel Equations, 
and many others which seem to 
catch the public fancy. 

Under the heading of Fine Arts 
la found the course entitled ‘The 
Art of Doodling." Out to the side 
is added "—for beginners only, first 
semester freshmen, who would like 
to learn a distinctive method of 
entertaining people and them- 
selves," 

This course lists the following 
types of doodlers— the square, the 
round, t^e sciontifle, the artistic, 
the telephone, the boring speaker, 
and thp most prevalent of all, the 
proverbial classroom doodler. 

"These fine people," the catalogue 
continues, "have a^speclal place In 
our world. Not everyone can doodle 
«r be doodle-conscious. There are 
certain basic techniques that must 
be followed ' and this is the right 
course for people who have ‘dif- 
ferent* Ideas about life, etc." 

Since the discovery of the A- 
boptb, there has been such a ter- 
rific Influx of scientific i^^lcrt, 
that this University Is trying to 
perauade Boihe of them to transfer 
to other courses. 

The fields that do not seem to 
he as crowded are the artistic 
hoeing apeaker,^ and the round. 
According to Professor Doodle-Bug, 
Breiessor emqritus of doodling, 
mere people are square doodlers. 
therefore there is a aertous short- 
age of rounds. The rounds are 
■ometimes employed in drawing 
the holes for the doughnut. 

The artistic doodler Is charac- 
terlaed by- the shapes (?) that be 
drawa Many of these shapes have 
been used later as drawings In 
such msgaxines as Esquire, Police 
Gasette and Life. 

It seems that' the boring speaker 
doodler is a round, but usually 
turns up asleep after the first two 
or three doodles have been drawn. 
‘These that have not been cap- 
tured by Morpheus are dreaming 
of doodle-houses, doodle-girls, and 
just doodles. 

Specializing In bubbles for 
bubble gum blowers and balloons 
to be sold In pA-ks on Sunday aft- 
ernoons, are t^e round doodlers.

found that they do not walk In a 
straight line any more, but con- 
tinually go In circles. When they 
return, they are usually sent Into 
another class of doodles, because 
being a round doodler Is supposed 
to take a few years off their al- 
ready short life. 

The most prevalent type, (he 
classroom doodler, la discussed at 
great length. (Note— they have no 
width, becaoee the classroom chairs 
are not very wide.) Whether the 
profs are good et lecturing or not, 
this type always intertwines his 
notes with all sorts of doodles. 
Then when he tries to read them, 
his doodle shorthand throws him 
for a Rn>p. His test papers are 
beautiful exam^es of the doodling 
art— they ueuelly have idclures of 
the prof and his asristanta stuck 
In et the most obvious points. Any- 
thing within his reach Is net safe, 
even hielnext door neighbor's shirt 
wlH wind up with doodles an It, If 
he haiH>ena to lean too close to 
our erstwhile friend. 

There are only two types of peo* 
pie who are not admitted to theee 
clasees— those who do not know 
liow to write and those who are 
In the very superior Intriligence 
class. The former could never show 
their doodles, except by mental 
telepathy, and that makes for hard 
grading, and the nuter^ could never 
acquire a ‘‘doodle - consciousness," 
which is he first prerequisite for 
these courses.

• •■Koussevltzky" by Moses Smith will be read with laadnatlon by 
anyone Interested In this subject. The only other previous biogra- 
phy of SerRe Koussevltzky, that by Arthur Lourle, contained ra^r 
meager Information on the conductor's early history and was 
marred by that author’s unduly worshipful approach. However, the 
present author, Moses Smith, former music critic of the “Boston 
Evening American” and the “Boston Evening Transcript” presenU 
a book that Is brisk easy reading with a style that Is direct and 
readily digested. 

The eminent present day Russian maestnj of the Boston Sym- 
phony was born In Vlshny-Volotchoh 75 years ago. Though Kous- 
sevltzky came of a poor family the lad’s musical talent and sheer 
drive enabled him to secure an education tuition-free at tjie School 
of the Moscow Philharmonic Society. In 1892 Koussevltzky was 
introduced to Tchaikovsky as a double-bass virtuoso and accom- 
panied the composer in the arr ang em e nt of the Andante Cantablle 
from Tchaikovsky’s First String Quartet. Shortly thereafter a II- 
nancially successful marriage enabled the future conductor to plan 
a bigger career for himself and he appeared In concerts as virtuoso 
on the double-bass in Berlin, Uepsig, Vienna and London. 

In 1918 Koussevltzky made his debut as conductor in Berlin 
at a concert made up entirely of Russian music. From there he 
went on to Paris to give a series of “Concerts Koussevltzky”. The 
critics welcomed him as one who had "ctsatcd a new orchestral tra- 
dition for us.” Other Paris newspapers wrote: “He conducts not 
with his arms but with his whole bcidy, beating time with his chin, 

I with the tip of his nose, with a lock of hair that falls over his 
forehead, and at affecting moments he mumbles incomprehensibly, 
with an air of masticating chewing guni.” Success In Europe, need- 
less to say, spread his fame to America. 

On the alert for a conductor to succeed Pierre Monteux the 
trustees of the Boston Symphony Orchestra decided to offer Kous- 
sevltzky the post. Accepting the offer he came to America in Sep- 
tember 1924 and has remained with the Boston Symphony up to 
the present. Under Koussevltzky it was to set a standard for others 
to follow In artistic excellence and to estajtlish a pattern for the in- 
troduction of the works of modern American musicians to a large 
concert audience. 

During the course of one of his early lectures to members of 
the Boston Symphony Koussevltzky discussed orchestras and con- 
ductors. Holding up two Ungers he forthrightly told them there 
were only two great living conductors in the world, Toscanini and 
himself. One of the violinists got up. “Only one” he said ‘Tosca- 
nini” and left the haU. Apart from his modesty the Boston maestro 
has unusual tact. After the performance of the “Prelude and Fugue 
In C Major” by Bach, the Russian conductor inquired of Aaron 
Copland “How you like my Bach?” Copland quickly countered

• TlffiRE ARE THREE ways to pass a college course— studying, 
playing football, and being a Ringer. Studying deprives a student 
of time which he could otherwise devote to social activities, broad- 
ening his personality, and bettering his reputation on campus. 
Such a method, of course, is to be reserved for those individuals 
who lack the ability to make a real success of college life. Playing 
football — the earn while you learn method of passing courses — is 
highly limited by the nature of its physical recrements. 

The third method-^Rlnglng — is the most widely used and most 
A RinRer is defined as a student 


advisable way of passing courses, 
who, by cleverness in and out of the classroom, creates the false 
ini|,,c.'bs.i,„ mat ,ie lau. a definite interest in, and .Uiorough 
knowledge of, a subject. By skillful use of this method, thousands 
of men and women have passed courses — as a result of the impres- 
sion they have made on professors — even though they did not knew 
what the course was all about. 

Ringing In The Classroom j' , 

It is the purpose of this article to make the students 
ly informed of all phases of Ringing, so that they may earn a^ 
degree without letting courses interfere with college Bfe. We be- 
gin our discussion with the basic use of this method — Ringing in , 
the classroom. 

The most important point of Ringing in the classroom is; 
Always ask at least one question a day! This sl^uld be a rule pf 
thumb. Since the student will naturally be preoccupied with his 
social life, he will not have time to read the assignment; therefore, |, 
it is advised that he digest one page and ask a question from that !' 
page. In all cases, the student should know the answer to the 
question he is asking. He will then be able to act intelligent when | 
the professor answers the question, indicating to the professor 
that the student has devoted a great deal of time to the assign- > 
ment 

In no case should a Ringer ask an intelligent question. In- 
telligent qiiestions always sound ridiculous in class. The most ad- 
visable type of question is one that splits hairs. This is particular- 
ly effective if the rest of the class cannot understand the question, 
for a bond is thereby built up between the professor and the Rbiger. 

In some instances, the Ringer may have to go to extremes to 
prove that be loves the subject. This might make the rest of the 
class laugh at him, but remember. “He who laughs when he gets 
his marks, laughs last.”

. , 1 wish to express to yois aap con- 
cern over the accelerated tread in 
Europe. In short years since the 
end of hostilities this trend has 
frowh from a trickle Into a torrent. 
One by one, the Balkan States, ex- 
cept Greece. kMt all semblance of 
national inde{fendence. Then two 
frieodly natlona—first Hungary and 
last w^k Ciechoslqvakia — have 
been forced Into complete tubmis- 
sioa to Communist control. 

Within one month the people of 
Italy, whose government we had a 
larg* part la reconstituting, will 
hold a national election. The out- 
come of that election has an im- 
portantance far beyond local Italian 
affairs. It will decide not only 
whether Italy will continue with 
Us restoration Into a true democ- 
racy. It will foretell whether the 
dU^tegrating trend to which I 
have referred may reach the shores 
of the Atlantic. 

The Government of the United 
States has undertaken steps to meet 
this dislategrating trend in the 
heart of Europe. The comprehen- 
sive proposal in this regard is the 
Recovery Program legislation now 
under active consideration in the 
House. This program, 1 believe, is 
a fundamental requirement for the 
strenithenlng ot the western na- 
VtlOns of Europe. 

• i' But this economic program in the 
lexlstlng situation is not a complete 
.^answer. It is said that one cannot 
buy peace and prosperity with dol- 
lars^ The accelerating march of 
events in European areas has made 
it clear that reliance for the future 
safety of those financed with our 
help. There is something more for 
••YBP'trrified SUtet to do. We must 
show, conclusively, by decisive legis- 
Utlve action, that the United States 
Intennds to be strong and to hold 
that strength ready t* keep the 
Cteropean world both at peace and 
free. 

Diplomatic action without the 
bacMng of military strength in the 
present world can lead only to ap- 
peasement The President today In- 
dicated that we have made every 
ettert ot negotiation, and of organ- 
lialkui In the United Nations, to 
find a to understanding and 
agreement. I said In my final re- 
port as Chief of Staff in April 1945. 
War is net the ehoice of those who 
wish passionately for peace; It is 
the choice of those who are willing 
to resort to violence for political 
adventure. 

I regard the present military 
policy of this Government as one 
based on meeting the problems of 
attrition, with the contrasting 
necessity for larger and larger ap- 
porprlatlons to give us security. 

I See no possible way financially 
/ to maintain s reasonable military 
posture except on the foundation of 
universal military training. The con- 
sideration of this subject has been 
confused by discussions of amounts, 
requirements, administrations and 
va^us conflicting beliefs. The 
^ clearcut Issue Is whether or not 
this country will stand before the 
world for at least five or ten years 
In a position appropriate to its 
I leadership in furthering the perpe- 
tuation tA free governments, and 
avoiding their transition into police 
states. We desire a state of affairs 
which would make repitlon of the 
fate of Hungary and O^hoslovakla. 
the intimidation of Finland, the 
subversive operations in Italy and

e HENRY WALLACE, a graying forelock hanging over one eye, strode 
to the center of (he stage, was greeted by Chairman Gurney, took hla 
seat and began his dialogue amide the popping of flashbulbs and the 
grinding of oameres. In a low, clear voice, the "modern i^lciblades,'* as 
President Truman, his greatest critic dubbed him, called the present 
crisis B'synthetic and aetiflcial fear mechanism, by which the military 
and the Administration hope to create a militaristic America. 

(Students will recall that Aicibiades was an Athenian general and 
politician who. motivated by personal gain, conspired with his home- 
land's enemies.) 

The Tliird Party candidate's "synthetic crisis" statement might be 
compared. In a sen&e, to William Jennings Bryan’s famous "cross of gold** \\ 
speech. In both instances the American public is portrayed as being . 
crucified by government policies. 

As the spectators craned their necks to get a view of him, the former 
Secretary of Agriculture said that the Unit^ States it threatened, not by 
Russia and communism, but by Washington. President Truman’s defense 
proposals, he stated, constitute a program of aggression which wiH lead 
to an arms race. Expanaloti of the armed services, universal military 
training, and stopgap draft, with their subsequent production of arma- 
ments, are designed to help the industrialists stave off an economic bust, 
he added. 

e A SOUND milUsry policy, according to Wallace, would be the re- 
nunciation of the Truman Doctrine and the maintenance ef a modern 
scientific defense force, backed by.4>ur industrial might. 

The former Vice President referred to the communist Infiltration in 
Europe and Asia as "the endeavors of backward countries to lift them- 
selves from feudalism. Actually, he declared, this movement constitutes 
a threat only to international big business. 

Finally, after the Iowan had soloed through some 6,000 words, the 
other members of the cast got into the show. Whereas the first act was 
calm and restrained, the second was replete wUh action and sarcasm. 
The committee members began to tear Wallace statements apart. 

Senator Richard Russell (D., Ga.) asked In a deep southern drawl, 
what Wallace thought the R.usslahs would do to a political leader who 
his thinking was the same As the Senator’s on that point. oT this the 
questioned government policies as he was doing. Wallace replied that 
Georgian said. "He would be shot” 

* In ANSWER to Senator Russell’s question, "What would you do in the 
present world situation If you were Chief Executive?" the third party 
leader said that he would withdraw ail forces from the Mediterranean area 
and have a personal conference with Stalin. He felt that the Russians 
would not move into Western Europe, even if we pulled out of Germany, 
and that they would be foolish if they did. 

Under fire concerning the military policy presented In his prepared 
statement. Henry Wallace stated that he would rather rely on the fifteen 
million veterans of World War II ln> case of emergency than train new 
men under U. M. T. Immediately. Chairman Gurney said sapcasticelly, 
"I can understand that you as a non-veteran could make that slatemant,**

In order to secure the necessary 
passports and visas from the State 
Department the student must pre- 
sent a letter of acceptance from 
the foreign Institution he wishes to 
attend.

Now let us take John, who is also 
having difficulty with his school 
work. Interest, achievement and ^ 
aptitude teats all agree with John’s a 
vocational choice. However, a read- 
ing test shows that he has been 
reading too slowly and not compre- 
hending the material as well aa 
other students In his same year of 
school. A study habits test> shows 
John where he Is falling down in 
his study methods. > 

If Joe’s lest results are similar 
to the results obtained from prac- 
ticing dentists, it Is probable that 
Joe will make a successful dentlsL 
If Mary’s test results fall in a pat- 
lerh similar to those of a psy- 
chologist or social service worker, 
but differ decidedly from thoae of a 
chenfist. It ts probable she will be 
more successful in the former field. 

If John’s reading and study habita 
test results are tlmllar to those of 
failing atudenta. It la probable that 
theae are the causes of his difficul- 
ties. 

Tests are not ao specific aa to 
predict whether a person wMild be 


more successful as an ancleitt his- 
tory teacher or aa an Americas Ma- 
tory teacher. They are used> ^hawy 
ever, as suggestions for general 
fields to consider in nuiklng a voca* 
tional choice. They show a person 
hew he atanda In comparlaOTi te 
thouaande of others of his age. edu- 
cational and general backgro«n4 
There are over 200 different teats 
In the Psychological Testing JLgla 
oratory of the Washington Ooun- 
•eiing Center. Each measures a 
' slightly different phase of voca- 
tional possibilities. The vocational 
counselor selects, from this large 
group, a test battery suitable to the 
Individual. These test results are 
then used as aids In guiding tlM 
Individual toward the flection of 
a suitable future.

Sets Record

'e DON’T BE TOO surprised If one 
of these days you should see a 
slim, blonde young man strolling 
around the yard with a coonskin 
cap on his head and a rifle slung 
over his shoulder. It will only be 
G. W. senior Tom Moncure, newly 
crowned Intercollegiate Rifle Cham- 
pion wearing the traditional garh 
of the riflemen. 

Tom, who is 24 years old and a 
foreign affairs major, only last week 
dethroned Jack Bolilng of Mary- 
land U„ of hi. National title. He 
came through with a score of 288 
out of a possible 300, the highest 
point total ever scored In the indi- 
vidual competition. His rise to the 
top of the rifle shooting heap has 
been an extremely rapid and grati- 
fying one. 

White attending McKinley High 
School here In Washington, Tom 
occasionally did a little hunting and 
so joined the school rifle team in 
the winter of 1940-41. He engaged 
In inter-soholastic competitjon, but 
hit skill was not at all exceptional. 

He graduated from McKinley In
